I discussed E10 with Tomonori who is a keen monitor in Japan. We talked 
about ABC and the fact that a number of calls switch from one frequency 
to the other. The latter was new to me, so thanks again for the tip, 
Tomonori san. 


Who/what is "ABC"? It was suggested that this call is used for test 
transmissions. However, it seems to be quite often on the air, always 
on the same frequency, and always at the same time. There is one 
strange thing about ABC; no-one has ever heard a message or string. 
Just "ABC" is being transmitted. This fact could indicate that ABC is 
indeed a test call. The current frequency is 6428 kHz. Before December, 
also 7605 and 13555 kHz were used. The time slot is between 1400 and 
1700 UTC. 


ABC logs on 6428 kHz: 28 Nov, 4, 16, 24, 25, 31 Dec, 3, 8 and 9 Jan. 
ABC was also heard on 17 Oct on 7605//13555 kHz. 


CIO, KPA, MIW, SYN and VLB regularly change frequencies. This only 
happens when there are no messages, in other words when suffix "2" is 
being sent (KPA2, SYN2, etc). The following changes were noted lately: 


3640 kHz: SYN -> KPA 
5170 kHz: KPA -> VLB 
5230 kHz: VLB -> MIW 
6912 kHz: KPA -> SYN 
7605 kHz: VLB -> CIO 
9270 kHz: -> VLB 


The increased E10 activity in January triggered the interest of a 
number of new monitors. One of the questions that I received was about 
the format. This is the full transcription of a E10 transmission to 
"ULX" to give you an idea what to look for. The station uses a female 
synthesized voice.

Egyptian based E25 hasn't been reported since May last year. If anyone 
has some info about the whereabouts of the station, please write! 


Robert Ryan-Silva <rob@ryan-silva.com> mentioned the station in his 
e-mail to the Spooks list recently: 


"For three years until August of this year, I lived in Egypt and was 
cruising the dials there. When reports of first E15a and then E25 
surfaced, I did not pay much attention until I saw speculation from 
Simon Mason that the signals might be of Egyptian origin. So I tuned 
in, and recorded the broadcasts pretty regularly for a while. 


The broadcasts came in very clearly from Cairo, to the point where I 
could hear the announcer shuffling papers and hitting the table. Early 
E25 broadcasts started with about ten minutes of an Um al-Kalthoum 
song. Um al-Kalthoum is an iconic Egyptian singer, and the intent here 
seems to have been to identify the broadcast as Egyptian. The song was 


different each time, and was played for shorter and shorter periods and 
ultimately dropped entirely. The accent of the announcer is clearly 
Arabic ("rebeet" for "repeat," etc.). It all seems to point to an 
Egyptian source for the broadcasts. 


The broadcasts were pretty amateurish and done manually. There are at 
least two distinct voices on the recordings I made, and probably more. 
The series 1111 occurs at the beginning of more than one broadcast. I 
found the timing of the broadcasts odd. They occurred in the middle of 
the afternoon local time. The obvious target, Israel, is in the same 
time zone as Egypt. Mid-afternoon would seem to be an awkward time to 
be copying numbers stations. (It was for me -I had to set up an 
elaborate system of timers and voice-activated recorders.) At the time, 
I did not want to say anything on the list because the Egyptians are 
hypersensitive about spies, and the security services are pretty 
omnipresent. I did not want to cause any problems for myself or the 
organization I worked for. But I have now left Egypt and all my 
personal effects have arrived here, so now it can be told.

The files are large. Let me know if you have any trouble with them; I 
confess I did not listen to the MP3s all the way through. I have many, 
many more; if people are really interested I can see if I can find 
somewhere online to post them. With files this size finding a place to 
host them is nontrivial. -Rob" 


Don't know what to looks for? Here is the format description from 
Simon's page and be sure to check Rob's website for sound samples.

The transmission starts with an Arabic musical interlude lasting 

about 6 minutes. Next the male announcer repeats a series of forty 

3 figure groups for 3 mins 45 secs. This is followed by "Message, 
Message, Message" and the announcer sends a series of 4FGs. "Repeat, 
Repeat, Repeat" is then sent and the message is repeated. Finally, 

the announcer sends a 3F identifier and the group count before signing 
off with "End of Transmission".

The "XXX XXX" messages can be compared with the USAF EAMs. These flash 
messages can be heard on a large number of Russian (navy) frequencies. 
They are being sent to activate a specific tactical net, or to test 
response times of the called stations; things like that. 


The callsigns used are sometimes the calls of a specific station, but 
more often a general callsign of the staff in Moscow or elsewhere. 
Examples: "RDL" is the general call of the Russian Navy HQ in Moscow; 
"WLHN" is a general call used by the staff in Moscow for flash messages 
to staff elsewhere in the country, or enroute (ships, trains, aircraft) 
Other callsigns target specific areas or units; e.g. the Baltic fleet, 
or all units in Siberia, etc.

The station first appeared on 24 Dec. on 3226.5 kHz, moved on 25 Dec. 
to 2232.5, then per 1 Jan. to 2200.5, on 21 Jan. to 3250.5 kHz, on 24 
Jan. back to 2200.5, and on 28 Jan. to 2207.5 kHz. A very strong PSK 
signal probably caused the Pip to return to 2200.5 on 29 Jan. 


The time signal sounds like an antique analog clockwork. There is no 
intelligent data in the time signal. No minute or hour markers, no id, 
just the second pip. When you listen carefully, you will notice that 
a number of pips sort of "hesitate". I checked the pip with DCF77 and 
noticed that it is completely in synch with DCF77. The modulation of 
both the pip and the 3-tone channel marker underneath is AM. 


The signal is good 24 hours a day in Central and Western Europe. The 
signal strength reported during the afternoon in Holland, Germany, UK, 
Hungary, Finland and France, indicate that the signal must come from 
a location not far from here. First df's pointed towards the Eastern 
Mediterranean. Greece was suggested but the signal is not audible in 


Greece during day time, so it must be closer to the West. It does not 
follow propagation conditions from Russia and farther east. Best guess 
so far is somewhere W.Europe. Reports are most welcome from any part of 
Europe. Please let me know when you heard it, how strong it was, and if 
you have df equipment, please tell me what the bearing is from your 
location.

M42 activity in the Americas seems to be low these days. Don Schimmel 
(hi Don, long time no see!) writes in his "Radio Intrigue" column on 
DXING.COM <http://www.dxing.com/intrigue.htm> the following: 


"Although I had my receivers set on the frequencies used 

on the link, there were many schedules I did not hear. I 
don't know if the schedules were held or if the signals 
were being obliterated by some severe QRM. On 10 November 
there were no signals at the 1445 UTC sked but at 1504 the 
Cuba relay transmitter came up in FSK Morse and sent the 
ETFNJX TKAGAS sequence over and over. After several minutes 


of calling, he went down. I did not log any activity until 
30 November at about 1404 UTC when I heard a station on 
13519 kHz send a string of dits. The signal sounded like the 
field transmitter. At 1412 Cuba began sending the ETFNIX 
TKAGAS call-up and continued until about 1418. I left the 
receivers set up on the FAPSI frequencies of 16218 and 13519 
kHz and at 1436 a station on 13519 sent one call-up of WPC 
and nothing more. This latter transmission may not have been 
related to the FAPSI link but it sure sounded like the field 
transmitter." 


As Don says, the Cuban relay is still active but Managua is very quiet 
these days. It goes without saying that reports from the American 
stations are more than welcome!!! 


Moscow has moved its traffic to higher frequencies and it is quite 
possible that Cuba also abandoned the old frequencies in favour of new 
higher frequencies. 


Bob wrote to Spooks about the apparent demise of the transmissions. As 
a reaction to Bob's remark, Leif sent the following comments to the list: 


"The M42/Fapsi stations are still there and the amount of 
activity has not dropped. They have however changed their 
operational habits a little. The automated broadcasts here in 
Europe have all vanished (identifiers: KUL/RAU/VKX etc.) but 
the individual point to point links between Moscow and its 
embassies are still present. I am sure this applies to the 
one way broadcasts originating from the Cuban relay as well. 


If you look at my logs on WUN, you will notice a wide variety 
of entries ranging around these stations. They may be a bit 
harder to identify these days, as there has been a shift from 
Baudot to the 32-tone MFSK mode known to Hoka users as Crowd36 
and a narrow band parallel tone PSK modem sounding somewhat 
like MT63. The traffic however seen on these MFSK (and probably 
the PSK) circuits is exactly the same as the one noted on the 
old Baudot links. 


You will see the same 11177/11166/11144 preambles followed by 
the individual link IDs. Even if the mode has changed, the 
contents are still the same -> 5 letter groups, 5 figure groups 
and on some links they have offline crypto which is not divided 
into 5LGs. Additionally they seem to have abandoned some of 
their old channels, as a result of the high solar activity. I 
have noticed that the EUR portion of the net has the tendency 
to use frequencies in the upper portion of the HF spectrum 
during daytime. So look for them in the 17-21 MHz range during 


daylight hours."

Mathias Kropf sent me the results of the annual Clandestine Activity 
Survey. These stations are often jammed and that makes it interesting 
for the oddities monitors. 


-Press Release- 2001 Clandestine Activity Survey 


During the year 2001 the activity of political clandestine 
stations broadcasting on shortwave has increased by 4.7% to 
1432 weekly Broadcasting Hours (WBHs). After almost a decade 
of decreasing activity during the 1990s this is the second 
year of increased activity in a row. 


Clandestine activity to Asian target areas has increased by 
9.1% to 1045 WBHs, while activity on the African continent 
dropped by 7% to 211 WBHs. The activity to target areas on 
the American continent has remained unchanged at 176 WBHs. 


The number of active target areas (countries) worldwide has 
increased by one to 21. Newly reactivated target areas are 
Vietnam (last previous activity in 1994), Cambodia (1997) 
and Nigeria (1998). On the other hand, Papua New Guinea and 
the Democratic Republic of Congo are thought to be no longer 
active. 


The three most active target areas worldwide are Iraq with 
367 WBHs (+8 when compared with last year), Korea DPR with 
217 WBHs (unchanged) and Cuba with 162 WBHs (unchanged) .

"Philippines - Military sends 2,000 more troops 


against southern rebels. 


The Philippine military deployed 2,000 more 
troops Friday in a southern province following 
an offensive by Muslim separatists that left 
at least 28 people dead and 29 others wounded, 
officials said. A shaky calm prevailed Friday 
in three towns in the province of Lanao del 
Norte as three battalions of army soldiers 

and a battalion of marines arrived to bolster 
the 500-strong security force already arrayed 
against the Moro Islamic Liberation Front 
(MILF) rebels. On Thursday, 15 rebels were 


The above was taken from a report from AFP on 17 March 2000. MILF is 
still very active in the southern part of the Philippines, and is 
hotter then ever now reports allegedly link them with Osama Bin Laden. 
Military intelligence officials claim that at least eighteen MILF 
members have trained for handling explosives in Afghanistan. As you 
may expect, MILF officials deny Al Qaeda connections. 


MILF communications have been heard on shortwave by various dxers from 
Australasia. One of these dxers suggested an article about the MILF, 
so here we go... 


:: Who, what, where and why? 
The MILF is an Islamic liberation movement in the Bangsamoro homeland 
in Mindanao and the neighbouring islands. The Moroland (now known as 
"Southern Philippines") is composed of Mindanao island (the second 
largest island of the Philippine islands) Palawan, Basilan, the Sulu 
archipelago, and the neighbouring islands. The demand of the MILF is 
no less than an independent Moro Islamic State and until this is 
accomplished the Moro Jihad will continue. 


The Philippines has had a long history of Moro rebellion during the 
past 445 years. Resistance to colonization was especially strong 
among the Muslim population of the Sulu Archipelago and southwestern 
Mindanao. Spanish control (1521-1898) over the Moros was never 
complete, and the Muslim struggle continued in the United States 
colonial era (1898-1946). The then following period until 1970, was 
relatively quiet but the Muslims never really accepted Manila as 
governor over the Moros which lead to a widespread conflict in the 
1970s. Although the jihad is still going on, it is not as fierce as 
in the period 1970-1983. 


The MILF was formed in 1977 when Hashim Salamat, supported by ethnic 
Maguindanaos from Mindanao, split from the Moro National Liberation 


Front MNLF). The military strength of the MILF is unknown to me. The 
numbers from various sources differ too much to be reliable. Numbers 
given by Islamic sources are quite impressive: 

* 120,000 men (six divisions) regular Islamic Armed Forces of which 

more than 80% are well armed 

x at least 300,000 militiamen 
Other sources state that the MILF forces declined from over 30000 in 
the mid-70s to some 15000 now. 


:: The MILF on shortwave 
Although not as frequent as in the past, the MILF are still using HF 
communications. Until 1997 their transmissions were regularly logged 
but the MILF is modernizing and they are gradually switching over to 
GSM and computerized communications via satellite.

Callsign : Liberator 

Frequencies: 7926.7, 7946.7, 7961.7, 7971.7, 11146.7 kHz 
Language : American English (lots of military jargon) 


Sitor is used between Sandakan and Camp Abu Bhakar. Frequencies are 
between 6 and 9 MHz. They use 150 Watts amateur mobile transceivers 

and it is very unlikely that one can receive these weak signals here 

in Europe. Their communication procedures are quite good and they are 
well aware of the fact that HF is cheaper than satellite but they use 
both and cellular as well. The location of Camp Abu Bhakar is precisely 
known however the Bladigarmen forces cannot attack them because MILF 
and Moro are too strong. Sandakan is their main logistics port for arms 
supply and the place has become very dangerous with too many illegal 
and/or criminal Philippine immigrants around town and on the coastline. 
The new road between Kuala Kinabalu and Sandakan is used for illegal 
arms transports from the illegal Philippine immigrants detention camp 
in Kuala Kinabalu, and Polis Sabah is unable or unwilling to stop the 
trade. The second logistics port is Tawau and there you have the 
Indonesians as well. They collect money for the fighting of the local 
people around Samarinda and Pontianak against the "transmigrasi" people 
from Java and Madura in particular. There are dozens of illegal boat 
trips daily between Tawau and Tarakan for arms and people (prostitutes) 
trade. Arrangements here are made via cellular radio. The situation in 
Indonesia has become so bad that the people from Kuching go shopping 
there on the weekend (the border is just 40 km away) and now there are 
three shopping flights per week to Pontianak. To fight the illegal 
immigrants there are roadblocks all around Kuching.

The following is an excerpt of an article in the Washington Post. 


"Somewhere on a military airfield north of Beijing, China's 
presidential aircraft, a new Boeing 767-300ER with all the trimmings, 
sits unused with parts of its innards torn out. Last October, days 
before its planned maiden voyage, Chinese military communications 
experts discovered numerous high-tech listening devices planted inside 
the plane, according to Chinese and Western sources, who said they had 
been told of this by Chinese military officers and aviation officials. 
The plane was grounded and has not been flown since it was delivered." 


"The Chinese source said that, to date, 27 listening devices had been 
found, including devices in the presidential bathroom and in the 
headboard of the presidential bed. A Western executive and a Western 
diplomat said they had been told by Chinese aviation sources that the 
devices were highly sophisticated. The diplomat said they "had to be 
triggered by a satellite communication. In that sense, they were very 
advanced."

* AL QAEDA TRAINING MANUAL * 


The Al Qaeda Training Manual was located by the Manchester (England) 
Metropolitan Police during a search of an Al Qaeda member's home. The 
manual was found in a computer file described as "the military series" 
related to the "Declaration of Jihad." The manual was translated into 
English and was introduced last year at the embassy bombing trial in 
New York. The U.S. Department of Justice is only providing a selected 
text from the manual because it does not want to aid in educating 
terrorists or encourage further acts of terrorism. The manual itself 
is not interesting for the radio hobbyist. I think however that part of 
the Communications chapter is nice to read. I skipped the face-to-face 
and paper communication part and only included the introduction and 
phone and wireless parts. 


Introduction: 

It is well known that in undercover operations, communication is the 
mainstay of the movement for rapid accomplishment. However, it is a 
double-edged sword: It can be to our advantage if we use it well and 
it can be a knife dug into our back if we do not consider and take the 
necessary security measures. 


Communication Means: 

The Military Organization in any Islamic group can, with its modest 

capabilities, use the following means: 

1. The telephone, 

Meeting in-person, 

Messenger, 

Letters, 

. Some modern devices, such as the facsimile and wireless 
communication. 


oR WD 


Communication may be within the county, state,or even the country, in 
which case it is called local communication. When it extends expanded 
between countries, it is then called international communication. 


Secret Communication is Limited to the Following Types: 
Common, standby, alarm; 


1. Common Communication: 
It is a communication between two members of the Organization 
without being monitored by the security apparatus opposing the 


Organization. The common communication should be done under a 
certain cover and after inspecting the surveillance situation 
[by the enemy]. 

2. Standby Communication: 
This replaces common communication when one of the two parties 
is unable to communicate with the other for some reason. 

3. Alarm Communication: 
This is used when the opposing security apparatus discovers an 
undercover activity or some undercover members. Based on this 
communication, the activity is stopped ‘for a while,all matters 
related to the activity are abandoned, and the Organization's 
members are hidden from the security personnel. 


Method of Communication Among Members of the Organization: 


1. Communication about undercover activity should be done using 
a good cover; it should also be quick, explicit, and pertinent. 
That is, just for talking only. 

2. Prior to contacting his members, the commander of the cell 
[x] should agree with each of them separately (the cell members 
should never meet all in one place and should not know one 
another) on a manner and means of communication with each other. 
Likewise, the chief of the Organization should [use a similar 
technique] with the branch commanders. 

3. A higher-ranking commander determines the type and method of 
communication with lower-ranking leaders. 


[x] Cell ox cluster methods should be adopted by the Organization. 
It should be composed of many cells whose members do not know 
one another, so that if a cell member is caught the other cells 
would not be affected, and work would proceed normally. 


First Means: The Telephone: 

Because of significant technological advances, security measures for 
monitoring the telephone and broadcasting equipment have increased. 
Monitoring may be done by installing a secondary line or wireless 
broadcasting device on a telephone that relays the calls to a remote 
location. That is why the Organization takes security measures among 
its members who use this means of communication (the telephone). 


1. Communication should be carried out from public places. One 
should select telephones that are less suspicious to the 
security apparatus and are more difficult to monitor. It is 
preferable to use telephones in booths and on main streets. 

2. Conversation should be coded or in general terms so as not 
to alert the person monitoring [the telephone]. 

3. Periodically examining the telephone wire and the receiver. 

4. Telephone numbers should be memorized and not recorded. If 


the brother has to write them, he should do so using a code 
so they do not appear as telephone numbers (figures from a 
shopping list, etc.) 

5. The telephone caller and person called should mention some 
words or sentences prior to bringing up the intended subject. 
The brother who is calling may mis dial one of the digits and 
actually call someone else. The person called may claim that 
the call is for him, and the calling brother may start 
telling him work-related issues and reveal many things 
because of a minor error. 

6. In telephone conversations about undercover work, the voice 
should be changed and distorted. 

7. When feasible, it is preferable to change telephone lines to 
allow direct access to local and international calls. That 
and proper cover facilitate communications and provide 
security protection not available when the central telephone 
station in the presence of many employees is used. 

8. When a telephone [line] is identified [by the security 
apparatus], the command and all parties who were using it 
should be notified as soon as possible in order to take 
appropriate measures. 

9. When the command is certain that a particular telephone 
[line] is being monitored, it can exploit it by providing 
information that misleads the enemy and benefits the work 
plan. 

10. If the Organization manages to obtain jamming devices, it 
should use them immediately. 


Fifth Means: Facsimile and Wireless: 

Considering its modest capabilities and the pursuit by the security 
apparatus of its members and forces, the Islamic Military Organization 
cannot obtain these devices. In case the Organization is able to obtain 
them, firm security measures should be taken to secure communication 
between the members in the country and the command outside. These 
measures are: 


1. The duration of transmission should not exceed five minutes 
in order to prevent the enemy from pinpointing the device 
location. 

2. The device should be placed in a location with high wireless 
frequency, such as close to a TV station, embassies, and 
consulates in order to prevent the enemy from identifying its 
location. 

3. The brother, using the wireless device to contact his command 
outside the country, should disguise his voice. 

4. The time of communication should be carefully specified. 

. The frequency should be changed from time to time. 

6. The device should be frequently moved from one location to

another. 
7. Do not reveal your location to the entity for which you report. 
8. The conversation should be in general terms so as not to raise 
suspicion.
